PLAGUE RATS IN LONDON.

INVASION OF CITY STORES. 


Fiom time to time the public 
have been warned concerning the 
dangers that confront the country 
owing to the increasing numbers 
of rats. 

‘In an interview given to the 
Daily Chronicle by Mr. M. A.C. 
Hinton, the leading Brisish 
authority on rats, new and sen- 
sational light is thrown on the 
subject. ‘ 

“Rats,” said Mr. Hinton, “are 
of two kinds, brown and black. 
Since, by the by, most of the latter 
are brown, while many of the 
former are black, one must not 
hope to distinguish them by hue. 
They are, however, quite distinct 
in other respects. * , 

“The browh rat weighs between 
l4ozs, and 17ozs., is clumsy, shy, 
a burrower, and the familiar 
species of town and country. The 
black rat seldom weighs more 
than 80z., is graceful, a climber, 
has a long tail, and is the species 
that travels. in ships,.. lives 
in great multitudes in India, and 


has been responsible for “the 
terrible outbreaks ‘of plague, no; 
only in warm countries, but also 
in Western Eurpoe. . 

.“The black rat-came over to 
Britain with ‘the Crusaders, but 
was largely killed out by the 
more formidable brown rat, 
which arrived early in: the 18th 
century. We had in fact, got rid 
of the graater rat peril, but it has 
just returaed, largely in, conse-

“No doubt the first specimens 
came off a ship, and from one 
City roof these expert climbers 
would have had no difficulty in 
making their way to others. 
_“Their-rapid and general dis- 
tribution could not probably have 
for one factor— 
means of communication. They 
have been crawling - along «the 
overhead telegraph cables (police- 
men have lately seen them doing 
so), and thus have had the range 
of all London’s-upstairs food sup- 
plies." - a 

“What do you propose?” 

“Those cables,” replied Mr. 
Hinton, “must ot once be made 
‘rat-proof.’ The need is the more 
urgent as plague is frequently 
detected among ships’ rats that 
arrive in British ports. Remem- 
ber, rat. fleas feed on the blood of 
infected rats. : 

“Besides infesting horses, dogs 
and pigs, rat fleas often migrate 
to man. 

“A single germ,"’ the naturalist

SIR JAMES MACKENZIE'S 
. VIEW. ; 


soir James Mackenzie's position 
in the medical world is so ex- 
ceptional that his views on the 
future of the profession are 
certain to be very widely. can- 
Beginning Hfe as a 
general practitioner in an in- 
dustria] fown in the north, he 
came to be the founder of a new 
school of heart medicine; his 
name and his writings are known 
in every civilised country, 

The secret of this success is to 
be found in the circumstance 
he learned his medicine in the 
scheo] of life. He came, while 
yet.a young man, to a very 
practical sphere; his patients, 
for the most part hard-working 
men. and women, demanded 
practical advice and: practical 
treatment. He had’ to solve the 
problems presented to him asa 
practical man. As @ result, his 
observations were made with the 
object of affording ‘help in im- 
mediate tasks; his deductions 
were founded, not upon expscta- 
tion and theory, but upon 
experitnce. They were. quickly 
subjected .to the test of: life; 
errors and omissions were apt to 
rise up and declare themselves, 

This work, so rich in scientific 
achievement, brought home to 
him the truth that the chief end 
af medical knowledge, so far as 
it relates to the patient, is the 
prognosis. But it soon became 
evident that medical education | 
as at present conducted, is not 
likely to lead the student to the 
knowledge essential to correc: 
interpretation of symptoms. The 
wards in the great hospitals 
where the student. attends his 
classes are given over for the 
most pért to the study of chronic 
and estdblished disease. The 
early-signs of disease are not 
found and so cannot be sty: 
there. Where these early signs 
are to be met with, in the out 
patient departments, only the 
junior teachers labour. ”

The work 
was necessarily af improvisation 
dependent ontirely ‘upon the 
energy thrown into it by willing 
helpers,at the head of whom was 
Mr. Francis: Voules, the Com- 
missioner for Holland, but its 
practical results were of the 
highest value.

‘| first expected in Holland towards’ 


the end of 1917 the reaction of 
war conditions upon Holland im- 
posed many obstacles to’ the 
work. The attitude of the Dutch 
labour unions was hostile. The | 
labour market was overstocked, 
and it was not surprising that the 
first condition laid down was that 
no prisoner should be provided 
with employment unless it was 
clear that Dutch workmen were 
unavailable, Nevertheless 
Carpenter's shop wassoon started, 
which from the first paid its way, 
and also trained a large body of 
siled men. In other trades it 
was found possible to avoid. 
Pcorupétition withthe “Dutch 17 
workman. For instance, the 
tailors’ and bootmakers’ shops

A measure of 
the work done in this direction is 
suggested by the fact that there 
were 65,000 prisoners repatriated 
through Holland from Germany 
after the signing of the Armistice.

Since the time when it’ was first 
announced that the Government had submitted comprehensive 
details of its scheme to the Sccretary of State, little has been 
made known regarding the nature or the extent of the plans decided 
upon. We have been told.that the proposals will cover the cases of 
all who are affected by the present shortage of accommodation, but 
only in one respect has anything concrete been disclosed. Thr 

- exception is the proposal to erect a block of flats on Salisbury Road, 
Kowloon, where, besides the actual rooms, dining facilities will be 
available for those who wish to be free of the servants problem. 

_ This, we understand, does not exhaust the Government's intention: 
so far as Kowloon concerned, but it is. none the less, an important 
and by.no means inexpensive item in the general scheme. 

It ig some months now since the public learned of this “ Govern- 
ment hotel" scheme, as it-is popularly termed. In the meantime, 
we have ‘heard some criticism of the idea, and we feel it only righ! 

-ynd proper that the natura of this criticism should be stated, It has 

- . Sts, basis in the widespread and growing objection .which is held 
towards the flat system. Itis felt that flats are only justified where 
the searcity of land is such as to make their erection’ a necessity; 
that they are totally out of place in such a locdlity as Kowloon. 
where there are acres upon acres of suitable building sites, some 
even now within easy reach of the ferry wharf ang hundreds. of 
others. which could well be served by motor-bus service. The 
objection to flats comes from those who have bF force of circumstance 
been compelled to reside in buildings of this type and who 
know from bitter experience the impossibility of enjoying 
anything like peace and quietude within them, Ifthe Government 
does not feel inclined to teke our word for this, we commend to 
some of our higher-placed officials a tour of investigation, extending 
over # few nights, to some of the localities in Kowloon where these 
blocks of buildings stand. There is no room for two opinions on 
the subject--the flat system is bad; and yet the Government, in its 
new scheme, intends perpetuating that system. As to the cost of 
the building which the Government intends to erect, we have heard 
the figure put at a million and a half dollars. If that estimate is 
approximately correct, we would suggest that, before going any 
. further with the project, the authorities should consider the alterna- 
tive of deveting the sum to the erection either of convenient semi- 
detached residences or bungalowse For the sum named, very many 

» gach dwellings could be provided, with the assurance that the’ 
occupants thereof would be able to live in comfort and‘in a far more 
“homely” atmosphere than’ would ever be possible in a block of 

flats, By its declared intention,to erect flats on Salisbury Road, the 
Government has admitted the principle of competing with. private 
enterprise: so, from that standpoint, it would be immaterial whether 
the provision made were in the form of flats or bungalows. 

We do not know what price the Government paid for the site 
chosen for its’ hotel,” but, judging from its location, the figure must 
have been quite“a’bigh one; and that, assuredly, will be a factor. 
jn fixing the rentals. From the purely financial standpoint, would 
jt not be better for the Government to utilise, under a!] aspects of 

its housing scheme in Kowloon, some of the numerous sites which it 
owns further out, thus keeping down the capital outlay and at the 
same time enabling it to dispose of the Salisbury Road land ata 
high price, which, in view ‘of its situation, it would surely fetch? 
Incidentally, we may-mention hearing of private enterprise being 
prepared to erect a building similar to that contemplated by the 
Government, on land for which far less per foot was paid than the 
Salisbury Road plot cost the authorities. Lf that, scheme comes to 
anything, it might well be that the “flats put up by this concern 
‘would let at less than the Government’s, in which event the Govern- 
“ment project, would become more or less a white elephant. . Besides 
alt this, the site selected will, when Kowloon. develops, become one 

of the Ensiest centres in Kowloon, and therefore one of the noisiest.

PASSENGER SERVICE 
TO PACIFIC PORTS. 
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“PROGRAMME OF 
- ADNIRAL LINE. 


The Admiral Line is making a 
big bid for the Pacific trade. It 
is at present operating here some 
eighteen ‘ships belonging | to 
the United States Ship- 
ping Board. Each 
itis getting additional vessels. 
They are at present operating ten 
ships from Hongkong to Seattle 
and five from Hongkong to 
Portland. This permits of a more 
frequent service between Hong- 
kong and the Pacifie Ports. Each 
of.thess vessels is of 10,000 tons 
deadweight. , . 

The Admiral Line. -expects 
to buy up practi¢ally all these 
ships from the U. S. Shipping 
Board very shortly, because it
